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FOLLOWING CHRIST.

“For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son; that all men should honor 
the Son, even as they honor the Father. He that honor- 
eth not the Son, honoreth not the Father which sent 
him.” John 5: 22, 23. 

Christ occupies the first place in the history of men. 
Great warriors, statesmen, philosophers, poets, and his- 
torians have lived and filled a prominent place in the 
affairs of men and nations; but none have so deeply 
impressed themselves upon the current of human 
thought and caused so much discussion as Christ. He 
has made more men think, won to himself more hearts, 
and changed the current of more lives than any of the 
great men of history. This fact makes him a subject 
of deep interest to every thinking person. Add to 
this the fact that he claims to be the Son of God and 
the Savior of the world, and you increase the interest 
a thousandfold. He has a deeper hold on the thought 
and heart of the world than ever before, and his do- 


minion is widening and strengthening every hour. It 
is a question of great moment to us individually 
what are our relations to him, and what are the duties 
and honors that we owe him? Our text settles this 
question, and I submit the following proposition as 
embracing the doctrine of the Bible on this question: 
The same honors are due the Son that belong to the Fa- 
ther. Christ says “that all men should honor the 
Son, even as they honor the Father.” To honor is to 
esteem, reverence, praise, do homage. We honor a 
man when we give to him in our hearts, words, and 
actions, the praise and obedience that is due to him. 
To honor God is to love, obey, and worship him aright. 
We honor Christ when we esteem him as he is; when 
we have right views of and feelings towards him. We 
are to reverence, esteem, and give him the same hom- 
age that we do the Father. “AIl men should honor 
the Son, even as they honor the Father.” The phrase 
“even as’ means to the same extent, in the same man- 
ner. This language is plain and emphatic, and there is 
no questioning its meaning. In it Christ claims that 
the same honors are due him that belong to the Father. 
He makes no distinction between himself and him. 
‘All men should honor the Son, EVEN AS they honor 
the Father.” This gives the measure of the honor 
that is due to Christ. It is the same that belongs to 
the Father. 

That it is rational and scriptural to render the same 
homage to Christ that is due the Father is obvious 
from the following considerations: 

1. He possesses the same nature of the Father. He 
is the Son of God, and the son of necessity partakes of 
the nature of his father; therefore Christ is as divine 
as his Father. ‘For in him dwelleth all the fullness of 


3| the Godhead bodily.” ‘For it pleased the Father that 


in him should all fullness dwell.” Col. 1: 19; 2: 9. 
It is not a part of the divine nature that dwells in 


5| Christ. He is not a subordinate in his nature to the 
°| Father; “for in him dwelleth all the fullness of the 


Godhead.” This being so, then so far as his nature is 
concerned the same honor is due him that belongs to 
the Father. When we honor Christ we are not paying 
homage to a man, nor an angel, nor any created being, 
but to the mighty Son of God “in whom dwelleth all 
the fullness ofthe Godhead.” There is no idolatry 
in this worship. 

2..- Christ is called God. The prophet in speaking 


3) of Christ says: “For unto us a child is born, unto us a 


Son is given; and the government shall be upon his 
shoulder; and his name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace.” Isaiah 9: 6. Syriac, “The 
mighty God of ages.” This name is unquestionably 
attributed to the true God in chapter ten and twenty- 
first verse, ‘‘The remnant shall return, even the rem- 
nant of Jacob, unto the mighty God.” This is only 
one of many places in which the name God is applied 
to Christ. The Apostle John commences his history 
ot the Messiah away back in eternity, and says, “In 
the beginning wae the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God.” Johp1: 1. John first 
affirms that “the Word was with God,” and lest any 
one should suppose that he was an inferior being he de- 
clares that he “was God.” There can be no more 
unequivocal declaration than this, and Paul, in speak- 
ing of the incarnation of Christ, says: “Whose are the 
fathers, and of whem as concerning the flesh Christ 
came, who is over all, God blessed forever.” Rom. 9: 
5. John says, “And we know that the Son of God is 
come, and hath given us an understanding, that we 
know him that is true; and we are in him that is 
true, even in his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true 
God, and eternal lite.” I. John 5: 20. Christ is the 
immediate antecedent of the pronoun “this,” and 
shows that John meant Christ when he said, “This 
is the true God, and eternal life.” Thomas applied 


this title to Christ, for when he became convinved 
that he had actually risen from the dead he exclaimed, 


“My Lord and my God.” John 20: 28. Paul, in 
drawing the contrast between Christ and the holy 
angels, said: “And of the angels he saith, Who 
maketh his angels spirits, and his ministers a flame of 
fire. But unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, O God, 
is forever and ever; a scepter of righteousness is a 
scepter of thy kingdom.” Heb.1: 7,8. Inall these 
passages Christ is said to be God, and tor this reason 
we are to honor him as we honor the Father. He is of 
the same nature, and “in him dwelleth all the fullness 
of the Godhead;” therefore the same homage is due 
him that belongs to the Father. They are associated 
together in John’s description of the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem. “The city had no need of the sun, neither of the 
moon, to shine in it; for the glory of God did lighten 
it, and. the Lamb is the light thereof.” Rev. 21: 23. 
Here the Son is described as the source of the light 
and glory of heaven the same as the Father. 

3. He is the creator of all things. “All things were 
made by him; and without him was not anything made 
that was made.” John1: 3. “All things” here means 
the universe. We can not limit it to any part of the 
universe. Itis the same as though he said, “By him 
the universe was created.” This work of creation is 
frequently ascribed to Christ in the Scriptures. Paul 
says, “For by him were all things created, that are in 
heaven, and that are in the earth, visible and invis- 
ible, whether they be thrones, or dominions, or prin- 
cipalities, or powers; all things were created by 
him, and for him; and he is before all things, and 
by him all things consist.” Col. 1: 16,17. Speaking 
of Christ Paul says, “And thou, Lord, in the be- 
ginning hast laid the foundation of the earth; and 
the heavens are the works of thine hands.” Heb. 1: 
10. The work of creation is frequently ascribed to 
Christ, and the idea evidently is that he was the agent, 
or the efficient cause, by which the universe was made. 
Paul says that God “hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he hath appointed heir of 
all things, by whom also he made the worlds.’ Heb. 
1: 2. Again he says that God “created all things by. 
Jesus Christ.” Eph. 3: 9. This shows the dignity of 
the Son of God, and as he was associated with the Fa- 
ther in the great work of creation, all men should 
honor him, “ even as they honor the Father.”

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THE HOME AS A FACTOR IN OUR 
NATIONAL PROSPERITY...

{Ata meeting of the Christian Church of Lewisburg, 
Pennsylvania, December 30, 1885, a resolution was 
adopted requesting their pastor to offer to the HERALD 
OF GOsPEL LIBERTY for publication, a sermon which he 
delivered in the Reformed Church of this town at the 
union services on last Thanksgiving Day.] 

‘And my people shall abide in a peaceable habitation, 
and in sure dwellings, and in quiet resting places.” Isa. 
32: 18. ‘ . 

The recurrence of our annual national Thanksgiving 
again arrests the ordinary flow of our thoughts. Our 
minds are turned away from the busy cares of indus- 
try. The routine of life’s activities is abandoned, and 
‘ we find ourselves in a measure free to utilize the priv- 
ileges of the day. We are called upon by the chief 
executive of the Nation and of the state to bow before 
our Maker in humble acknowledgment of the numer- 
ous blessings that have attended us as a people. In 
obedience to this request we find our minds reverting 
to the scenes of the last year. We are standing to-day 
by the space of twelve months farther down the stream 
of time; and in our retrospective glance we linger 
along the shore of this ceaseless current and mark its 
rise and fall, its eddies and rapids, its depths and shal- 
lows, its unruffled surface and its furious roars. There 
have been joys, there have been sorrows. The two are 
strangely mixed. A kind Providence has. been dispos- 
ing these events; and while we may feel strongly in- 
clined to thank our heavenly Father for what we have 
enjoyed, let us not forget that the discipline of suffer- 
ing is a part of the blessings for which we ought to be 
grateful. While we may feel a profound sense of grat- 
itude that “‘the lines have fallen to us in pleasant 
places, yea, that we have a goodly heritage,” let us be 
also thankful that “whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth.” 

In this rapid survey of the past year we can not help 
recalling familiar faces that are no longer to be seen. 
They speak no more except through the influence of 
their deeds; but their silent voices tell us that changes 
have taken place since one year ago. How comforting 
is the assurance amidst these reflections that there is 
One who superintends all things, “with whom there is 
no variableness.” 

@ur improvements, physical, intellectual, and moral, 
have a share in this review. There have been con- 
quests over nature in which the world’s magazine of 
forces have been again opened by the ceaseless ingenu- 
ity of man. There have been new discoveries and 
wonderful inventions. In the domain of science and 
art old theories and old methods have been abandoned, 
and in. their places are the evidences of patient re- 
search and progressive thought. But the record of 
our conduct bears a part in the thoughts of the day. 
We have been writing on the tablet of time, and what- 
ever be the appearance of this record its shape is un- 
alterable. “What we have written we have written.” 
In it we find unsightly marks, attempted erasures, 
meaningless blanks. The last page of our history is 
considerably marred; but if it is fairer than those 
which precede let us thank God for the improvement. 
At least we have reason to praise our heavenly Father 
that it is disfigured no more than it is. 

But the privileges of this day are not confined toa 
review of the past, however important that may be. 
We are permitted to think of the present. More than 
this, we are permitted to draw aside, as far as we are 
able, the veil that hangs between the present and the 
future, and look in upon the misty depths of time to 
come. Weare privileged to thank God, not only for 
what has been done for our welfare, but for what we 
are and for what we hope to be. The day is one of 
happiness because we are in the midst of tavorable cir- 
cumstances. We are surrounded with plenty. Friends 
are by our side. We are enjoying a tolerable measure 
of health, and with the hopes that inspire us through 
the glimpses of bright prospects and through rich 
promises, we must feel a large degree of pleasurable 
emotion, on an occasion like this. But in the midst 
of these various thoughts, reflective and perceptive, 
and in the midst of these happy feelings, there is one 
object which exerts a controling influence. - It is home. 
This is one of the dearest of earthly institutions; and 
on a day like this it comes before us with unusual sig- 
nificance. It is a time of family reunion. Absent 


members are once more at home. Sons and daughters 
have returned to share in the festivities of the parental 
roof. Men of business who left home to find remuner- 
ative occupation in other localities, with their young 
families set their faces toward the old homestead. How 
sweet are these reunions! How cheering are these 
visits to the scenes of earlier days! Perhaps one of 
the old couple is gone. It may be the venerable fa- 
ther; possibly it is the fond mother. Still it is home. 
There is something indescribably attractive. To take 
the hand of father and mother, of brother and sister, 
forms a part of this delightful experience, but there is 
something beside this. It is home. On other occa- 
sions we take great pleasure in going away from home; 
but to-day many of us have come back to home. If 


some have been unable to do this, our thoughts have 


been there. We have recalled former reunions of the 
family; we have talked over the events of other 
Thanksgivings; the scenes of childhood and of early 
years, while the old home was the center of our hopes 
and joys, have been painted anew upon our memories. 
We have to-day been living over our past life as it 
was spent inthe home of earlier years. Trifling events 
have come up before us and claimed as much consider- 
ation, and seemed as dignified as those which have 
gained a world-wide notoriety, and this because they 
were enacted in the midst of associations called home. 
They were events of no inconsiderable importance in 
the circle to which they belonged; and as that set of 
circumstances holds a large place in our affections, so 
those events are the most prominent objects in the 
picture which we find ourselves so intent upon study- 
ing to-day. 

What influence did those events, trifling in a com- 
parative sense, have upon the later years of our exist- 
ence? This is a question deserving careful thought; 
and while we may not feel to-day like engaging in pro- 
tracted study, the comparison of other days with the 
present naturally thrusts this question upon our at- 
tention. To give the thought more definite shape, I 
have decided to take for my theme “The home as a fac- 
tor in our national prosperity.” 

That we have prosperity, I think will not be denied 
by any one who is at all conversant with the recent his- 
tory of our Nation. If we look for the elements of 
prosperity we shall not be disappointed. They are dis- 
tinctly visible in the various departments of national 
life. Compare our Nation with others. Sometimes we 
can get a better view of an object by laying it beside 
another. If we look at other nations and then at ours, 
the impression at once fastens itself upon us that we 
have made no mistake. The nations of Europe are some- 
what like the venerable olive trees, which the traveler 
in Palestine sees as he approaches the locality which 
was called the Mount of Olives. There they stand, the 
monuments of the distant past. Those specially no- 
ticeable are eight in number. They are still verdant 
and productive, but they are so much decayed as to re- 
quire props of stones to save them from falling at the 
time of strong winds. They show signs of life, and 
even yield fruit after their kind, but within is decay. 
This western Nation is more like a thrifty young oak. 
In every part, from root to leaf, are signs of growth 
and vigor. Its sturdy trunk, its wide-spreading and 
towering branches, its luxuriant foliage—each contrib- 
utes to its thrift and magnificence. Every fiber in the 
beautiful structure is the embodiment of strength and 
stability. Such a tree is not only verdant and pro- 
ductive, but firm and enduring. The comparatively 
short period of our national existence may deny to us 
some of the success which nations with long-estab- 
lished institutigns may gain, yet our career has been 
marked with so many extraordinary achievements that 
what we may have failed to do does not seem to affect 
the sum total of results. The course has been one 
step of progress after another. Scarcely has the cele- 
bration of one triumph ceased to awaken our admira- 
tion and excite our wonder, when another of equal 
magnitude is crowded upon our attention. All these 
things are unmistakable signs of prosperity. 


But what has been the cause of these remarkable 
turns of fortune? We can scarcely permit it to be said 
in an age in which so much is written upon the philos- 
ophy of history that no cause can be assigned. Some 
would say it is mainly traceable to our system of com- 
mon school education, by which intelligence is diffused 
through the entire Nation. They would point with 
pride to the excellencies of our schools and the profi- 
ciency of our youth. They would try to impress upon 





us the thought that the percentage of illiteracy is very 
small. To their minds a populace with these great 
privileges has the very best qualifications for planning 
and executing such enterprises as will produce happi- 
ness and refinement, industry and virtue. But there 
are others who: would be equally strenuous for the 
claim that the form of our national government is 
the principal cause of our rapid strides in the glorious 
achievements that stand to our credit. Under such 
a government, we would be told, manhood can have a 
full development. The unjust discriminations in favor 
of privileged classeg, the restrictions which keep the 
boy of humble birth from ever rising above mediocrity, 
the oppressive burdens of taxation to support the ex- 
travagant expenditures of royalty are no part of our 
system of government. Who wonders that the Nation 
is prosperous? says the advocate of this theory. Can 
we expect anything else but prosperity when every 
class of workman is permitted to compete with every 
other? when a healthy rivalry is going on in all depart- 
ments of industry? when the boy, who can scarcely be 
said to have a father and mother, rises by his indomit- 
able energy and virtuous habits to some of the most 
honored positions in the gift of the Nation, as did 
Henry Wilson? Still others will say the cause lies in 
the physical peculiarities of our country, in its climate 
and soil, and in the race characteristics of our popula- 
tion. The soil and climate of our country present. 
obstacles to the husbandman. The -resistance pre~ 
sented to his efforts beget in him thrift and energy. 
His inventive ingenuity is called into exercise, and 
forthwith there springs up a manufacturing industry. 
But these results might not be reached if the popula- 
tion were not descended from just such stock as it is, 
and were not composed of just such constituent ele- 


ments.

THE PROPOSED UNION. 


The statement has been several times made in the 
HERALD that the Free Baptists and ourselves are much 
alike, so much so that it is not easy to designate the 
real differences. This being true, as I believe it is 
from my limited acquaintance with some of their min- 
isters, I hail with thankfulness the proposition for a 
union of the two bodies. It seems to me to indicate a 
growing catholicity of spirit, an indication of purpose 
to put into practice our long talked theory of Christian 
union. Why should we not resume and make more 
close and helpful the relations sustained in the early 
history of the two denominations? 

This agitation seems to me to suggest even more in 
the line of union than what has yet come to the sur- 
face. Just now, however, it seems to me that we 
should seek to use the means that may help on the 
good work. A closer acquaintance is certainly one of 
the means. This will be comparatively easy, as our 
brethren of the Free Baptist denomination have some 
one hundred and eighty quarterly meetings in the 
United States, quite a part of them being in the vicin- 
ity of our churches. Nearly or quite all of these hold 
sessions during the next three months. Now let our 
ministers in the vicinity of their churches find out the 
time of the next quarterly meeting, and arrange to at- 
tend in the spirit of brotherly love and union. Should 
he be an entire stranger, he can introduce himself, and 
I doubt not he will find a welcome. A better acquaint- 
ance will certainly develop the points of agreement 
and facilitate the adjustment of differences if any ap- 
pear. 

I'propose to practice what I preach in this matter. 
Having studied the Free Baptist Register somewhat 
(would vhat we could furnish them in our Almanac 
half the helpful information that their Register con- 
tains) may I not be allowed to be a little personal in 
my suggestions? I would gladly be more so if the 
editor would not weary of it, and my geographical 
knowledge in this respect were broader, 

Let me begin with my native State of New Hamp- 
shire. It contains eight quarterly meetings. The 
total membership is 8,000, or more than three times 
our membership. In the Belknap Quarterly Meeting 
are included churches in the towns of Belmont and 
Frankliv, where we have churches. Their next session 
is held May 25th. Why can not Rev. T. G. Moses, 
pastor at Franklin, and Rev. E. H. Wright, of Hill, 
arrange to attend that meeting? If I were bishop, I 
should appoint them. But, alas! I am not. 
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The New Durham Quarterly Meeting meets May 
26th. This is the largest quarterly meeting in the 
state, numbering as many members as we have. In 
only two of the towns composing this have we a church 
—Epsom and Milton. Rev. D. B. Goodwin is in this 
territory, as is also Rev. A. G. Comings, and I am sure 
our brethren would extend a greeting to these veterans. 

Their Rockingham Meeting includes Portsmouth, 
N. H., and Kittery and South Berwick, Me., in which 
places we have four or five churches, while their 
bounds would include as many more. This meets also 
in May, and surely some of the brethren of that region, 
Phillips, Amazeen, 
Everingham, Colburn, Webster, Wilson, Payne, 
Maben, and Knight, could be present with friendly 
greetings. 

The Sandwich and Wolfboro meetings are contigu- 
ous in territory, one meeting in May, the other in June, 
and it would seem that Brethren L. Phillips, N. T. 
Ridlon, D. A. Wiggin, Garland, and Hobbs, might some 
of them arrange to be present at the two meetings. 

Their only other meeting in the vicinity of our 
churches is the Weare Quarterly, in whose territory 
are our Danbury, George’s Mills, Springfield, Grafton, 
and Manchester churches. This meets June lst, the 
same day, I believe, as our convention. Why not have 
Young, Bailey, Morrill (W.S.), or Rhodes go to this 
meeting, and get some of their brethren to attend our 
convention? 

I feel sure such friendly visitation will be promotive 
of our desired union; and especially now, as their ex- 
cellent paper, the Morning Star, suggests that this 
topic might well be discussed at their approaching 
quarterly meetings. It will only require a little plan- 
ning and a very small expenditure of money and time 
for the brethren named to attend the meetings. The 
same thing can be done by others in New England and 
many of the western states. Properly accomplished, 
without essential sacrifice to either party, I believe we 
have nothing to lose in the proposed union, and much 
to gain. With this opinion, I most heartily desire to 
see it consummated. Ava H. Morri.t.

FEET-WASHING. 


Bro. W. C. Hale: 

I received a letter from you a few days ago, contain- 
ing some inquiries in regard to feet-washing. If my 
language in reply seems positive, please remember it is 
the expression of firm belief. 

You ask two questions: 1. Whether the Christian 
Church holds feet-washing as a church ordinance. 2. 
Whether it was practiced as.such in the primitive 
church. Further, you ask for my views on the 
matter. 

To the first question I reply, the Christian Church 
grants to every member the right of private interpreta- 
tion of the Scriptures; that is, each one reads for him- 
self or herself and acts according to their understand- 
ing of its meaning, agreeably with the general rule laid 
down in Romans 14. 

The best informed of our people, with those of near- 
ly all other denominations, reject feet-washing as a 
church ordinance. Those who do regard it as such-are 
very few. Their number is getting smaller by degrees 
and beautifully less. I very much doubt if one per 
cent. of our membership practices it. The Christian 
religion does not consist in divers washings and carnal 
ordinances—different or many washings and laws re- 
lating to the condition of the body. Still the few have 
their rights and must not be despised. The many are 
entitled to and will have theirs, and should not be 
judged. (Romans 14: 3.) 

2. We have no records to show that feet-washing 
was practiced in the primitive church asa church or- 
dinance or religious ceremony. The presumption 
therefore is, that it was not. Baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper are frequently mentioned in the Acts of the 
Apostles and the Epistles. Feet-washing is mentioned 
but once (I. Tim. 5: 10). There it is not classed with 
religious rites or ceremonies, but with household 
duties. Evidently the apostles did not regard it as 
one of the things they were to teach men to observe, 
or they would have done so, and the record of their 
teachings would have been preserved. 

3. The practice of feet-washing was a necessary one 
in olden times and oriental lands as it is now in all 
lands. The oriental custom was—l. To bring guests 
water that they might wash their own feet, and also to

4. One of the most difficult lessons that Jesus 
Christ had to teach to his disciples was the nature of 
his kingdom.

5. Those who believe feet-washing to be a church 
ordinance seek to connect it with the Lord’s Supper, 
thinking that the supper spoken of in John 43 was the 
Lord’s Supper. That is a mistake. By turning to 
Matthew 26: 17-30, Mark 14: 12-25, Luke 22: 1-20, 
you will find that the institution of the Lord’s Supper 
immediately followed the passover meal, and that 
Christ was arrested the same night. 

Now turn to John 13, and you will find that the 
supper there spoken of was “before the feast of the 
passover;” that after Jesus had washed his disciples’ 
feet, Satan entered into Judas Iscariot (verse 27), and 
that when he went out, the other disciples thought he 
went out to buy things needed against the feast (verse 
29). Mark 1: 12 fixes the time when Judas bargained 
to betray Christ as two days before the feast of the 
passover. Then he sought how he might conveniently 
betray him. The opportunity came two days after, as 
we have seen. Thus the claim that feet-washing is 
connected with the Lord’s Supper is baseless. 

Again, our Lord washed his disciples’ feet in private 
and taught a lesson of true humility. To wash one 
another’s feet in public does no real service for the 
person washed. Humility does not set times and 
places for its exbibition, and while some good Chris- 


tians do it, it often genders a wrong feeling in some of 


them. They judge harshly, and say it is pride that 
prevents others from doing it. 

6. Let not him that washeth another’s feet judge 
him that washeth not, and let not him that washeth 
not despise him that washeth. Above all, let there be 
no strife or contention in the matter. Let every one be 
fully persuaded in his own mind. Love as brethren.

“THEY CAN NOT DO IT.” 


After about five months of severe suffering, several 
weeks last past of which I have been confined to my 
room, following a night of great suffering, on Christ- 
mas morning I take up my old pen to defend the Bible. 

More than fifty years ago, when I had on an occasion 
fallen in with a couple of conceited sectarian ministers, 
who made it their privilege to swell up and demand of 
me to answer whatever questions they wished to ask 
me, though they were discomfited, yet the fact came to 
the knowledge of the wise and worthy Elder Jasper 
Hazen, who said to me, in substance, thus: “Bro. Al- 
bert, you ought never to allow yourself to be ques- 
tioned in that way. It was ungentlemanly, on their 
part, to require it. It is the trick of uncandid men to 
turn catechist and use an advantage to embarrass an 
opponent, which no Christian gentleman will seek.” 

Ministers, when discussing such a question as the 
veracity of the historic Scriptures, certainly are equals 
in rank. This, of itself, forbids the right on either 
side to treat everything on the other side as “mere 
assumption” or as “mere assertion.” When this is 
not the truth in the case it is doubly criminal, for 
it is a falsehood in itself, and an injustice and an insult 
to the party it is aimed at. 

Whether the assumption of Bro. J. W. that his

question ina July number of the HERALD can not be 
answered, I have not now strength to consider in full. 
I do not remember more about it than it was put forth 
with an assumption of superiority and demand—‘“I re- 
quired it” —which I very much regretted to'see. I did 
not consider myself, in such circumstances, under any 
obligation to obey his requirements, nor try to. 

“Can not do it.” Nowsuppose it to beso. Without 
disrespect, I will refer to the old saying, “A fool may 
ask a question that seven wise men can not answer.” 
What does it amount to if Bro. J. W. has contrived a 
question that nobody cananswer? I do not admit that 
he has; but what of it, if he has? Does it prove any- 
thing, only that we do not know everything? which we 
admit of necessity. The question, if I remember, was 
in close connection with hard statements concerning 
Calvinism or Calvinists of ages past. How can I un- 
derstand such a mess of stuff as that to apply to “A. 
G. C. and others?” My honored Christian brother, “a 
representative man” among the “Christian ministers,” 
knew that I was not a Calvinist, though I had a per- 
fect right to be on Christian ground. To presume that 
he meant me “and others” who may agree with me in his 
firing at Calvinists or Calvinism, would have been to 
suppose my noble brother beside himself, or I must 
thus suppose him deliberately and knowingly unjust. 
He knew that I was no Calvinist. 

January 25, 1886. Prostrated by continued severity 
of illness, a full month has gone since writing the fore- 
going. I now try in much weakness to finish what I 
had begun. 

For a mere controversial spat with any one, I have 
no desire. I am interested that the Bible should be 
reasonably interpreted to favor faith, rather than skep- 
tical doubts. I have assumed that historic writings are 
to be interpreted in their most literal significance. 
And I stand to it. I ask the common sense and intel- 
ligence of the world if this can be denied, what cer- 
tain confidence we can have concerning anything of all 
the ages of the past? It is the chief corner-stone of 
all intelligent faith in the past things of God. Those 
who never heard of Christ can not intelligently believe 
in him. The beginning of all intelligent faith must be 
“by hearing” or by its correlative, by reading. 

David Hume, the distinguished English infidel, 
denied the Bible testimony concerning miracles, be- 
cause he had not seen any; and he assumed concerning 
Christ and his apostles, “They can not do it.” It was 
only his ignorance of the power of God. Bro. J. W. 
assumes the negative of Moses’ statement about the 
serpent in the garden, his talking, etc., because, as 
Hume put it, “the voice of universal experience denies 
it.” But there is an Almighty God in this question, 
with whom “all things do not continue as they were.” 
The skepticism of the modern church is eager to peck 
at the Book of Genesis. 

It is perhaps useless to commend to Bro. J. W. the 
indorsement which the learned and inspired Apostle 
Paul gives to the story of Moses about the serpent, 
when he says, “But I fear, -lest by any means, as 
the serpent beguiled Eve through his subtlety, so your 
minds should be corrupted from the simplicity that is 
in Christ.” II. Cor. 11: 3. This historic allusion of 
the great apostle to the Gentiles, as it seems to me, 
ought to silence all cavil with reasonable Christian 
men; for it could not, when he wrote, be understood 
otherwise than as distinctly indorsing the statement of 
Moses as fact—a literal verity. 

Here I leave the serpent for the consideration of 
others, with my kind regards to Bro. J. W.

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. ANCHORING THOUGHT. 


How can we husband our acquired thought? How 
store it away for ready command? How make availa- 
ble the fruit of our researches? These are questions 
that interest all students, and especially so, intelligent 
ministers of the gospel. 

The mind will not carry all its impressions and de- 
liver them up on call. Nor do I know of any system 
by which a man can easily glean from his well-appoint- 
ed library. Some men have marvelous memories, I 
know, but memory alone will not answer our purpose. 
The HERALD has just told us of a negro gentleman 
who knew the Bible by heart and could tell you the 
chapter and verse you quoted to him, or if you desired, 
you might name chapter and verse and he would quote 
it. Further, he would detect and correct any verbal 
inaccuracy in the quotation. I don’t suppose anybody 
believes this statement, but even if true, that man’s 
memory would not answer the purpose at hand. 

The habit of a distinguished minister that I knew 
was to clip from his newspapers and then pigeon-hole 
the clippings under a broad, general head. Many follow 
this habit, but it is very objectionable. The scrap- 
book arrangement is little better, for the thought of 
value is framed with too much verbiage. 

When a young man, for years I depended upon a 
topical index which I prepared as I read my books. 
This, however, could not be made to cover newspapers 
and unbound magazines. The point I desired to place 
within reach I marked marginally, and then in my in- 
dex referred to the topic, volume, and page. After a 
number of years I concluded to re-number my volumes 
in a more orderly manner, such as an increased library 
made possible and desirable. 

In my characteristic absent-mindedness, I covered all 
my old numbers with my printed labels and new num- 
bers, only to recall at the moment of the conipletion of 
my work that I had ruined my topical index and closed 
all the open doors of my library of two hundred vol- 
umes. 

I then concluded that in reading a book or newspaper 
of my own I would mark the margin with a cross where 
I wished to indicate a fact of value and then carefully 
re-read the paragraphs marked, and in condensed lan- 
guage, where exact words were not desirable, copy them 
into my own Book of Illustrations. These illustra- 
tions I numbered, and named them topically on the 
margin. For example, my 196lst illustration reads as 
follows: ‘‘824 persons were committed to the Hartford 
County (Connecticut) jail for the year ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1879, and of these persons all but three had the 
habits of drink.” My margin bears the subjects, ‘“‘In- 
temperance” and “Crime.” Opening now my index, a 
separate volume of good size, I turn to the word “In- 
temperance,” and under it I find—‘“Nationality of,” 
with 3 illustrations; “In death,” with1; ‘Measure 
of,” with 8; “Cost of,” with 21; “Death from,” with 10; 
“Degradation of,” with 8; “In the church,” with 11; 
“Ruins the home,” with 5; “Prohibiting,” with 13; 
“Appetite of,” with 16; “Responsibility for,” with 18; 
“Pledge against,” with 15; “Fruits of,” with 15; 
“Crime from,” with 19; etc. Now, under this last 
phase of intemperance, I enter my No. 1961. Opening 
my index to the word “Crime” I find—“ Beginning of,” 
“Forms of,” “Chief cause of,” etc., and naturally under 
this head I enter my 1961 again. 

My 2972d illustration reads as follows: ‘Jerusalem 
is destined to become the seat of a Jewish empire. It 
is the dream of my life which will be fulfilled when I 
am no more.” —Moses Montefiore. This appears in my 
index under the topical heads of “Prophecy,” “Jews,” 
“Restoration.” Books of illustration are common, 
but the best book of illustration is that created by one’s 
own hand. 

Under the letter “A” I have 57 topics in my index, 
and about 1,000 different topics under all the letters. 
My illustrations under these heads, many of which 
should be divided, number more than 4,700. I have 
gathered them from books, magazines, newspapers, and 
conversations, and have consumed a dozen years of time 
in the work. Under the head of “Authors” I have 58 
illustrations; “Books,” 100; “Bible,” 462; “Conver- 
sion,” 65; “Christ,” 200; “Dreams,” 25; “Empire,” 37; 
“Flowers,” 26; etc. If I wish to prepare an article or 
a sermon I have a fund of anecdotal, sentimental, and 
statistical information at my elbow to draw from, and 
that, too, of a class which, in my reading, has most 
deeply impressed me, 


The difficulty of finding information on a given sub- 
ject through various volumes, however well marked and 
referred to, is unavoidably great and consumes too much 
of the time of a really busy man. In copying these 
impressive facts you largely write them on your mind, 
while, atthe same time, in the effort to modify and com- 
press, you may greatly improve your own phraseology 
and methods of speech. 

No system connected with my literary labors has so 
aided me in my general work as the methods above de- 
tailed. In the thought that it may profit others as a 
suggestion, and at the request of several brethren, I 
have prepared these thoughts for the HERALD vol- 
umns.

REV. ALLEN HAYWARD, M. D. 


On the forenoon of Friday, December 18th, I stepped 
into the office of the Telephone Exchange at Oneonta, N. 
Y., and requested them to call the operator at Laurens, 
of whom I asked the following question: ‘Can you give 
me the condition of the health of Dr. Hayward?” The 
answer came: ‘He died this morning.” 

I can not describe my feelings as I conversed with 
the operator concerning funeral arrangements, etc. 
Bro. Hayward gone! Never shall I listen to his ear- 
nest prayers, his burning words of warning and exhor- 
tation as in the past; that life on earth is ended; life’s 
work well done; the influence of which eternity alone 
shall reveal. 

The news of Bro. Hayward’s death did not take us 
by surprise; for weeks we had looked for and expected 
and were not wholly unprepared for it. He was taken 
sick August 13th with pneumonia and pleurisy, which, 
after several days of intense suffering, which none can 
imagine only those similiarly afflicted, there seemed to 
be some fair prospect of his recovery, but as loved ones 
were doing all that affection could prompt to relieve 
his sufferings and woo health back to him again, it was 
too soon seen that he was beyond all earthly help. 
Friends, children, and companion prayed for his recov- 
ery, if in accord with God’s will, but God saw best to 
order otherwise, and after four months of suffering God 
took him home to rest. 

Allen Hayward was born August 17, 1820, and died 
December 18, 1885, his age being 65 years, 4 months, 
and 1 day. 

Bro. Hayward was the son of Rev. Joshua and Lydia 
Hayward. In early life, while yet a boy, he gave him- 
self to God, and commenced the preparation by ear- 
nest, careful study for the work of preaching the gos- 
pel. Being poor, he could not avail himself of even the 
poor advantages then offered, but working to support 
himself and “studying to show himself approved unto 
God,” he was prospered insomuch as to be able to teach 
at the age of eighteen, and at the age of twenty began 
to preach. In 1842 he was ordained and united with 
the New York Eastern Christian Conference. 

While laboring with a church in the south part of 
Herkimer County he formed the acquaintance of Miss 
Mary D. Folts, and June 7, 1847, they were united in 
marriage, the fruit of which was seven children, four 
of whom lie buried in the cemetery at Burlington, N. 
Y.; three (one of whom is married) remain who, with 
the widowed mother, mourn the departure of a kind 
and faithful husband and an indulgent father. 

Bro. Hayward continued the work of the ministry 
until 1853 when his health failed. He then took up 
the study and practice of medicine and for seven years 
was unable to preach, since which time he has been 
caring for the bodies and souls of the people, holding 
revival meetings, and working as the way opened for 
him. He was an earnest and successful preacher, very 
powerful in prayer and exhortation. 

Bro. Hayward had three brothers that were preach- 
ers, two only of whom survive him—Hiram, now of 
Lexington, Michigan, and Samuel, now of Milford, 
Delaware. Leonard, the youngest of the four, and 
next younger than Allen, died in the early years of his 
ministry while laboring for and with the Christian 
Church at Otego, N. Y. 

Yes, a friend and brother has gone, and memory loves 
to linger around associations with him; we love to 
think of him ashe sat leading our quarterly fellowship 
meetings, or giving to us his brotherly advice and coun- 
sel. But he is gone. We can go to him. So let us live 
and act that at the beautiful gate our brother, with 


many other dear friends, will be watching and waiting 
for us. 

A large audience met on December 21st to pay their 
last tribute of respect to our departed’ brother, and 
after listening to. a sermon by.Rev. W. H. Humphrey 
from II. Timothy 4: 7, we conveyed him to his last 
earthly resting-place and dropping upon his coffin the 
evergreen and the emblem of innocence, we turn away. 
with a strong hope of a blissful reunion beyond death’s 
turbulent river, in that land of celestial light and glory. 
God ‘bless the widow and children.

TEMPERANCE. 


The Waste of Drink. 


Investigations made by the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce show that during the year ending August 
31, 1885, there was consumed in Cincinnati, including 
Covington, Newport, and other suburbs, 553,985 bar- 
rels, or 17,173,535 gallons of malt liquors, or 47,050 
gallons per day. For this liquor the Price Current 
estimates that the people paid about $10,000,000, or 
$27,400 per day, or $25 per annum for each indi- 
vidual of the population, including children. In ad- 
dition to this tax upon industry is the amount expended 
for spirituous liquors, cigars, tobacco, etc. 

Ten millions of dollars! What would this sum do? 
It would purchase a thousand farms of a hundred acres 
each, at a hundred dollars per acre, which would: be 
equivalent to a territory twelve and a half miles square, 
lying in the best farming regions of Ohio or Kentucky, 
and including all buildings, orchards, roads, and other 
improvements. 

It would purchase ten thousand building lots in the 
suburbs of the great city where it was swallowed, and 
build on each of these a neat cottage of four or five 
rooms, and thus make a’comfortable home for each of 
ten thousand laboring men’s families, or fifty thousand 
persons. 

It would buy one hundred million pounds of meat, 
at ten cents per pound—enough to furnish an army of 
a hundred thousand men with the standard army ration 
for a year. : 

It would buy nearly two million barrels of. the best 
grade of flour—enough to furnish a year’s supply of 
bread for four hundred thousand people—more than the 
entire population of the cities named. 

Is it any wonder that Cincinnati is in constant terror 
of riot and murder, fire and pillage, when-such a flood 
of devil’s broth as this money represents is annually 
poured down the throats of her citizens? 

Let it be remembered that these statistics are for 
malt liquors alone, and do not include wines or al- 
coholic liquors, of which an enormous additional 
amount is consumed. Let it be remembered, also, 
that the statistics are not those of “temperance 
fanatics,” but of a body of business men, who have 
collected them for business purposes.—Farm and 
Fireside.

CHRISTIAN UNION. 


There is no other question dccupying so large a 
place in the public mind, or receiving so much careful, 
intense thought in the religious organizations of this 
country to-day, as that of Christian union. Friends 
and foes alike are interested in the discussion. It has 
_ been stretched upon the rack of public criticism; in 
many instances tortures have been applied to obtain 
testimony for its condemnation, and occasionally the 
farce of a trial has been given, and the prisoner al- 
lowed no time to show reason why sentence of death 
may not be pronounced against it. 

But the great truths involved in this principle can 
not be thus summarily disposed of. They can be 
neither silenced, bribed, nor perverted successfully. 
The public mind is thoroughly aroused upon this sub- 
ject, and by a pressure from without as certainly as 
from within the church the question is being pressed, 
the lines of circumvallation invested, and every prep- 
aration for the “impending conflict” pushed forward 
to completeness. 

We are anxious for a full and free discussion by 
convention, press, and pulpit, so that every phase of 


possibilities honestly delineated; in short, all that can 
be learned by patient study and henest debate in the 
light of sound philosophy and the word of God gather- 
*/ed up and as soon as possible run out into the molds 
of practical life. 

It is possible that some of the friends of Christian 
union are extravagant in theory and immoderate in: 
speech; and, upon the other hand, that some are dis- 
posed to be faithless, and fearful that any effort will 
only make matters worse. But it still remains that 
these may all be equally honest and good. It is to be 
feared that there are many who are interested in per- 
petuating the present disorder from selfish considera- 
tions. Sectarian hair-splitters, polemic pugilists, and 
heresy-hunting watch-dogs may realize that any change 
looking toward Christian union will make their special 
calling unpopular—will rob them of position and influ- 
ence; and we should not be surprised, when they find 
their “craft is in danger,” if, Demetrius-like, they ap- 
peal to popular prejudice, and raise the cry, with 
slight variation, “Great is Diana of the Ephesians!” 

There are, doubtless, countless thousands of God’s 
spiritual children who, having thought but little along 
this line, believe that the present divided and contend- 
ing condition of the church is preferable to any attempt 
at Christian union—at least until the denomination in 
which they believe shall swallow all other sects, as the 
serpents of the magicians were swallowed by the vic- 
torious serpent at Aaron’s feet. So in many instances 
the people have been taught to believe by designing men. 
It has been proclaimed by press and pulpit that while 
others are failing and dying out, our church is growing 
stronger, richer, and more popular every day; and it is 
only a question of time when the world will come to 
see that owr church is right, our creed infallible, and 

will certainly come tous. This is the sort of Christian 
union some narrow souls are working and hoping for, 
when the “lion and the lamb shall lie down together,” 
only that everybody’s lamb will be swallowed by our 
lion and entombed by the operation. 

We believe, however, that this class is diminishing 
steadily, year by year, as superstition and priestcraft 
are losing their hold upon the masses and knowledge is 
diffused through the land. The ideal Christian union 
is not to be realized by any swallowing process, nor by 
the incorporation of all present human creeds in one 
aggregated inconsistenc’ and impossibility. Christian 
union, when it comes, as come it will, must rest upon 
“the word of God as the only and infallible rule of 
faith and practice” for all, with the inalienable right 
of private judgment in the interpretation of the same. 
The possession of the spirit of Christ as manifest in 
Christian character must be recognized as the only 
authorized condition of Christian fellowship, while the 
integrity of the local church, as independent, and 
clothed with corresponding authority, will be ac- 
knowledged in apostolic succession. 

As we move along converging lines toward this 
grand center, no one swallows or is swallowed. By 
the spirit of Jesus as our pass, we are received into the 
local church, taking with us the rights, privileges, and 
liberties of Christian citizenship, and by the same test 
the local church is received by delegation into the more 
general councils or conferences of the one great Chris- 
tian family.

IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 

“A sound of battle is in the land.” With these 
words Jeremiah describes the conflict which should 
destroy the enemies of Israel. Babylon was destroyed, 
and the captive children were brought again to their 
habitations. So ended one battle. The smoke of many 
engagements has cleared away and peace has been pro- 
claimed. But there is a battle greater than any and 
all the conflicts of history. It began ere the morning 
stars had ceased their chorus, and will only end when 
sin has been forever vanquished and the triumphal pro- 
cession of the redeemed surrounds the throne of God. 
This conflict is waged on many fields and by different 
armies, yet it is ever the same. It is Satan striving 
with the sons of God. He is the commander, and has 
many lieutenants. All of these he commissions to war 
against truth. All forms of error are trained and mar- 
shaled into line against the truth as it is in Jesus. 
The principles of righteousness, temperance, and judg- 
ment are assailed with a vigor akin to desperation. 
These enemies of goodness would reverse every com- 


the subject may be brought out, the actuslities and mandment in the Decalogue, and annul every precept 


of Him who spake as never man spake. They wagean 
unceasing warfare. If defeated upon one field, they 
immediately withdraw to another. So this irrepressi- 


ble conflict has many phases. Wherever right and 


wrong exist, there is antagonism. It may be seen in the 
revolt of outraged citizens against a tyrannical govern- 
ment. Nihilism, socialism, riots, and sttikes are single 
engagements in the great campaign. “When the right- 
eous are in authority, the people rejoice; but when the 
wicked beareth rule, the people mourn.”” Nor does it 
stop with mourning. Men’s rights can not always be 
trampled under foot with impunity. A riot which 
lays a part of a great city in ruins is only one of the 
unavoidable consequences of the.war of wrong against 
right. So long as corporations and municipal govern- 
ments are corrupt and oppressive, so long will we have 
insurrection and bloodshed. 

In the conflict between capital and labor the struggle 
is between right and wrong. It is not right that a 
monopoly should reduce the wages of employes to the 
minimum in .order to increase their already large 
profits. Nor is it right for the employe to demand un- 
reasonable wages, and, failing to secure what he de- 
mands, attempt to hinder and. destroy his employer's 
business. A disposition on the part of employer and 
employe to do what is right will enable both to live 
without difficulty. 

If we go into society, we will find here the battle 


going on under some other phase. Right and wrong, 


are here again arrayed against each other as before. 
Polite society issues her commands, and all her devotees 
hasten to obey. No matter how corrupt and impure, 
how dangerous to health and destructive of morals, 
her demands and customs must be heeded and followed 
or social ostracism ensues. But there can always be 
found a few at least who dare brave the scorn of this 
proud mistress and act from principles of right alone. 
The secret experiences of the soul contain the record 
of its conflicts. Temptation, doubt, and fear wage 
against right and truth. 

Thus it is seen that all life is a battle. Whether in 
state affairs, business, society, or individual life, right 
and wrong are in mortal combat. It is not always at- 
tended with the roar of cannon and dash of cavalry, 
but the struggle is no less intense. It is a silent 
battle, yet attended with all the realities of war. But 
“the battle is the Lord’s.” He it is who issues silent 
commands which his servants hasten to execute, 
When humanity shall have learned the destructive 
nature of sin and the ennobling power of righteousness, 
then will the battle have an end and final victory be 
declared.

Says Bro. DeGeer, of Holly, Mich.: “I know of no 
just, Christian reason why these two bodies may not 
help answer the Master’s prayer—‘One in us.’”” 

Bro. Mendenhall, of Maple Rapids, Mich., says: “I 
hope the union can be effected.” 

Says Bro. Wright, of Balch, Mich.: “I have been 
satisfied for years that the two bodies ought to be one, 
and can say, God speed the day when they shall be.” 

Says Bro. Deye, of Oxford, Mich.: “TI lift up both 
hands for an honest, sincere union.” 

Bro. Manville, of Marshall, Mich., writes: “I have 
thought, with Bro. Coan, that union of Christians is a 
normal condition and not-a manufactured or legislated 
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one. But I hail with joy the manifestation of the 
spirit which is the oneness desired.” 

The above named brethren are well known to the 
readers of the HERALD. Now for a few quotations 
from leading ministers among the Free Baptists. 

Says Prof. Dunn, of Hillsdale College: “I am 
pleased with your letter and with the article [Prof. 
Summerbell’s]. Presume further results of some kind 
will grow. out of consultations. But what? Simply 
conventional union? It so, conventions could be easily 
called at any time, and perhaps such convention or 
conventions might be desirable even if organized union 
is contemplated. ‘Where there is a will there is a way,’ 
and the kind spirit and free consultation could proba- 
bly arrange matters satisfactorily. At any rate the 
reports and correspondence of the present time can do 
no harm.” 

Rev. A. A. Smith, editor of the Free Baptist, of 
Minneapolis, Minn., writes: “I am glad to receive 
such a note from a Christian brother and to assure you 
that Iam in hearty sympathy with the fellowship of 
believers, and where there is a reasonableness of that 
oneness in faith there should grow out of it the one- 
ness in life and effort. I know something of your 
people in the East and have only respect and Christian 
love for them. Union is desirable with Christian 
charity and full respect for both branches of these 
churches. Such a union could but result in good to 
the cause of the Master we both serve.” 

Says Rev. George R. Holt, of Jackson, Mich.: “I 
have long been aware that there was no essential differ- 
ence between our denominations, and have wondered 
why there had been no steps taken looking to a union. 
My personal feeling is that there are too many denomi- 
nations and that the number is going to grow less year 
by year.” 

Rev. George H. Ball, D. D., of Buffalo, N. Y., 
writes: “I am deeply interested in the union of Chris- 
tians, and believe there is no good reason why your 
people and Free Baptists should not be one in organi- 
zation as they are one in faith and hope. I favor steps 
to consummate the union.” 

Surely the spirit of unity which pervades these 
letters is encouraging and ought to be cultivated. Let

VIOLATION OF LAW. 

In an article in the HERALD of December 24, 1885, 
the thought seems to be conveyed that a child’s death 
is “a mystery insolvable and a providence unaccounta- 
ble.” The science of physiology, certainly, has reached 
that point where no man can ignore, either in practice 
or belief, its most palpable teachings. If it teaches 
anything, it teaches the supremacy of a system of 
wise, physical laws, whose violation incurs a penalty, 
and observance a reward. 

It is possible for man to choose between two acts— 
obedience or disobedience. Wholly with him lies the 
blame or credit of this choice. If he prefer the former, 
health and happiness are his. If the latter, disease 
and likely death ensue. 

If a young lady, thinly clad and laced tight, at- 
tends a party some bleak winter evening, and there con- 
tracts a cold, which becomes pneumonia and results in 
death, is it not almost blasphemy, in this age of scien- 
tific and religions light, to misname her death “an 
afflictive and mysterious dispensation of divine provi- 
dence?” Is it any wonder that headaches come when 
there is no ventilation and impure air is constantly in- 
haled? Is it any wonder that dyspepsia embitters life 
when little or no attention is paid to what and how to 
eat? Isit any wonder that colds obstruct the lungs 
and fill the system with loathsome misery when in- 
sufficient clothing throws open the body to the assaults 
of the gale? 

Nay. Rather is it wonderful that nature holds out 
so long against the repeated infringements of her rights, 
and repels so often the attack of the grim destroyer. 
It is to be feared that physical culture, which is vitally 
important as well as spiritual, is inadequately appre- 
ciated in the pulpit. If the evils of the conjugal rela- 
tion are not arrested in a degree at least; if the in- 
judicious rearing of children continue to excite in 
them, by the use of pork, tea, coffee, rich pastry, ete., 
brutish passions and develop precociously the animal 
propensities, not many generations hence the sun will 
rise and set upon a race of abject imbeciles; and, in 
spite of all the prayers and labors of the ministry, 
they can not be redeemed from this deplorable thrall- 
dom.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
WasuHineaTon, D. C., February 8, 1886. 

The week has been a markedly interesting one at the 
capital. In Congress there have been several acri- 
monious debates, a good deal of substantial legislation, 


ment on a constitutional question. An Alabama Sena- 
tor took occasion to predict. that Senator Harrison, of 
Indiana, who is alleged to be a candidata for the Presi- 
dency, would not get a chance at the votes of Dakota. 
He did not think Mr. Harrison would ripen in four 
years. The Indiana Senator retorted that if’ever he 
should be a candidate and could justly claim the vote 
of Alabama, he would not expect to have it counted 
for him. While the usually dignified Senate was in- 
dulging in this kind of badinage, one Senator brought 
down the floor and galleries by quoting King Henry’s 
exclamation, “O Lord, how this world is given to 
lying.” 

The Congressional telephone investigation will com- 
mence on the 13th inst., though there is no likelihood 
that any new revelations will be forthcoming. The 
Government suit to test the validity of the Bell patent 
will begin soon under the management of Solicitor 
General Goode. Ex-Senator Thurman, of Ohio, is one 
of the eminent lawyers who have been selected to 
assist the Department of Justice. 

The contest between the President and Senate ‘is at 
the same stage that it was a week ago, and seems to be 
in danger of evaporating. The Republican majority 
can not compel the President. to furnish reasons for re- 
movals, and all that remains for them to do is to en- 
deavor to show the country that they have a right to 
the information called for. The subject will probably 
be discussed by them in open session soon. 

The President has had an unusually quiet week for 
the mid-winter season, the social programme of the 
Administration circle having been interrupted by the 
death of the wife of Secretary Bayard. The White 
House will be opened again on Thursday evening for a 
dinner to the Supreme Court, to which will also be in- 
vited Senator Edmunds, the President pro tem of the 
Senate, and other members ef the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

The lights and shadows of life have been strangely 
mingled recently in the case of the Secretary of State. 
While he occupies the highest place in the Cabinet, « 
Congress has vested in him the succession to the Presi- 
dency, by changing a law which has stood since the 
first years of the Republic. At the same time he has 
been made the target for much bitter personal abuse, 
and finally now he has been subjected to the most over- 
whelming bereavement in the death of his wife, fol- 
lowing, in just two weeks, that of his favorite child, 
who might have taken her mother’s place in the house- 
hold. Mr. Bayard has borne his afflictions with a 
simple dignity and manliness, which have become him 
more, if possible, than his public honors. Wher the 
undertakers carried the flower-concealed coffin of his’ 

wife to the hearse, the Secretary followed it slowly to 
the gat®. There he stood with bowed head until it 
was safely placed. His face was outwardly calm, but 
upon it had settled the gloom of a sorrow and a desola- 
tion that can never be lifted from him. His figure and’ 
pose as he stood there would have fitly served an artist 
as a model for resigned, refined, and absolute grief.

The Chinese were marched to the 
steamer “Queen of the Pacific,” lying at her wharf, and 
the rioters paid a ennege passage to San Francisco for 
each one put aboard. The steamer . regularly be- 
tween San Francisco and Puget Sound. At 2 Pp. m. about 
one hundred Chinamen had been put on board. On an 
attempt being made by the rioters to force other Chinese 
on board without paying fare, which is $10 in each case, 
the captain stationed men with hose, prepared to throw 
five streams of boiltng water into the mob if the attempt 
was renewed. The Mayor of Seattle and other promi- 
nent citizens telegraphed to Vancouver Barracks, asking 
General Gibbon, commanding the Department of Colum- 
bia, for troops. General Gibbon awaited orders from 
Washington. The shortest time in which troops can be 
transported to the scene of the riot is seven hours. 


&| Governor Squire issued a proclamation ordering the 


militia to immediately place themselves under arms. 
This proclamation was read to the crowd, and was re- 
ceived with a howl of defiance. The steamer was en- 
joined from sailing. Not the slightest warning of this 
movement had been given, and the authorities were un- 
weer for it. The police force generally sided with
